Secretary Acheson and Undersec­ 
retary of State Webb are being given 
a total of 10 assistant secretaries of 
state. Two will be sp ecially desig­ 
nated as “dep uty undersecretaries." 
Five new assistant secretaries are 
slated for ap p ointment and five old 
ones remain in their p resent as­ 
signments, according 
to the p lans 
laid before Truman for final ap ­ 
p roval. 
The five new men are: 
Edward G. Miller, New York at­ 
torney In the firm of Sullivan & 
Cromwell and a 
former State de­ 
p artment official and assistant to 
Acheson. He will be assistant sec­ 
retary in charge of Latin American 
affairs. 
New Men Added 
George W. Perkins, former vice 
p resident and Director of Merck &’ 
Co., Inc., New York, and p resently 
director of the industry division of 
the ECA office in Paris. He is to 
be assistant secretary in charge of 
Europ ean affairs. Perkins was de­ 
scribed by officials here as a Re­ 
p ublican. The assignment earmark­ 
ed for him is one of the key p osts 
in the new State dep artment setup 
since it would give him p olicy di­ 
rection and op erating control over 
Europ ean affairs In the dep art­ 
ment. 
John D. Hlckerson, p resent direc­
